Work Already Awaiting 


Instances in which prompt use will be made of the 


public utilities commission created by the present legisla- 
ture as soon as it comes into existence in May are already 
making themselves manifest in a number of cities of the 
state. One of the most notable of these is at the city of 
[Richmond, where negotiations between the city and the 
water company regarding conditions attached to a re- 
newal of the water franchise have resulted in a deadlock. 
The question goes back over a period of several months, 
and the situation appeared so hopeless that in the light of 
the practical certainty that a utilities commission law 
•would be enacted at this time, the city simply abandoned 
its effort and planned to turn the problem over to the new 
commission. 


Here is a situation in which the vexing question of 


physical valuation of the company's investment and its re- 
lation to the rates that may be fairly charged for the serv- 
ice rendered, will enter largely, and the commission ought 
to be able to fix a iigure that will be just and, at the same 
time be a guarantee to the people of .Richmond that they 
Bhall not be compelled to pay rates that will yield divi- 
dends upon any possible quantity of "water" that may 
have crept into the company's stock issue under modern 
methods of corporation management. The new law would 
have vastly simplified the gas franchise tangle in which 
IFort. Wayne found itself some ten years ago, and which 
Bragged itself through wearly months, denying thousands 
of people the uso of artificial gas through the old natural 
mains, until city and gas company were able tn reach an 
agreement as to rates. The utilities commission may not 
have been able to secure more advantageous rates for the 
people, but would have settled tho question more quick- 
ly. That would have been something. The Indiana field 
for the public utilities commission is ample, and it is like.lv 
to be kept tremendously busy. 


Whether Fort Wayne people, conclude to subscribe 


the amount of stock necessary to locale the proposed big 
wheel manufacturing concern in this city or not remains 
to be determined in a canvass of the situation. The effort 
is commendable, however, for Fort Wayne knows too well 
the value of big and substantial industrial concerns to fail 
to make a try for everything in this line that is available. 


Whether the conviction of the first; of tho. ''arson 


"trust" defendants at South Bend establishes satisfac- 
torily or not, the existence of a Jirubug combine, it will at 
least have a salutary effect in discouraging those who mar 
have an inclination to enter the business individtiallv 
without attempting to "corner" the bla/c-starting indus"- 
.try by adopting modern "big business" methods. 


The plan for tariff "consideration exclusively at the 


(extraordinary session of congress may prove, after all to 
tie the expeditious course in dealing with the long pro- 
gram of reform confronting President Wilson and con- 
gress. And the tariff question is plenty large enough to 
iengage the entire attention of one congress, at least.' 


With hut a single day of official existence remaining, 


the Indiana legislature may as well prepare to compose it- 
pelf for an interesting time in hearing the popular verdict 
upon its accomplishments. And not all of it will bo of a 
complimentary character. It never is.

Fort Wayne Physicians Hold Divergent Views Regarding 


Dr. Friedmann and His Serum for Cure of Tuberculosis 


Some Say Sufferers Are Dying While German Medical 


Man is Seeking to Commercialize His Remedy—Others 
Believe His Metfiiod Dangerous to Humanity and Find 


Too Much Over-Enthusiasm—Dr. Dinner. Declares the 
State Board Would Welcome Him to Indiana and As- 
sist in Tests. 


A number of Fort AVuyne physicians 


and surgeons, interviewed during the 
week, and through correspondence, give 
many different opinions concerning Dr. 
Friedrich Franz Friedmanu. the Uurman 
physician now in this cot itry. whose 
so-called turtle serum 
is alleged by 


him to bo a euro for tuberculosis. 


Some have scarcely any faith in Dr. 


Friedmann's method, but all agree th.u 
he should bo given liberal time in which 
to thoroughly test his cure. Local doc- 
tors hold that anything purporting to 
be a cure for the dread disease, should lie 
carefully 
investigated and given thor- 


ough testa before it/ is given indorsement 
by the profession. 


Others declare that Dr. Friedmann is 


attempting to commercialize, his cure, 
if he really lias a cure, and they express 
righteous indignation over the delay on 
his part in putting the cure before the 
•world. It is contended that if the Ger- 
man physician's turtle serum 13 really 
a cure for tuberculosis, and he is posi-

day is to take the infected material to 
•a laboratory (Fort Wayne has the best 
one in thn state) and cultivate flu- germ 
by 
innociilat ing it into some, culture 


material such as bullion, keeping this in 
:an incubator until tho germs are grown 


I (many million" grow over night), then 
mix many millions of these germs into 
a. weak salt solution and sterilize that 
mixture until all thn ba.ot.oria. are dead. 
This solution, which is called a vaccine, 
or a bacterin (if it should bo tubercular 
germs it would be cajlod a tuberculin), 
is injected into the patient who is sick 
with the disease that that germ repre- 
sents. The dead bodies of theso germs 
cause the patient's body to throw out 
a resisting force against their invasion, 
and that resisting force then consumes 
the live germs that are already in the 
body ami thus cures the disease by erad- 
icating the 
diseased 
germs from thn 


body. 
This principle has been carried 


lout iu the treatment of tuberculosis for 


I many years and has been one of tho 
i main factors in making tuberculosis an 
j entirely curable 
disease 
when treated 


(early iu its invasion. 
The bunion tu- 


bercle germs, which arc grown ju cul- 
ture media, are mixed with this weak 
fea.lt solution and then tho germs are 
thoroughly killed by sterilization and 
then injected into the tubercular pa- 
tient. This mixture is called tuberculin. 
Dr. Friedmann's treatment is the same 
except instead of using human tubercle 
germs that come directly from the' hu- 
man body, he takes human tubercle 
germs that wen; found in the turtle, and 
instead of killing his germs he injects 
them into the patient alive. On account 
of the danger of infecting some chiU 
that is free from tuberculosis with these 
live germs, is the reason that the United 
States government hns prohibited his 
use of the remedy in tho United States 
except under its direct supervision.

tie. chickens, reptiles and the liko. and 
each one hns a slightly dinVront typo, 
of tubnrrln bncilli causing their tuber- 
culosis.

Scheme Suggested by -Dr. 


Lowell, of Harvard, to 


Be Tried This Year. 


TO ASSIGN 300 MEN 


Washington, Marcb 8.—Arrangements 


are being made by the navy department 
to put about three hundred college stu- 
dents on board the battle ships of the 
Atlantic ilect next summer. 


This scheme first was suggested by 


Dr. Lowell of Harvard, president of-Har- 
vard uiiversity, and since has beon in* 
doraed by Dr. 
Hartley, 
president of 


Yale, and other 
prominent 
educators 


and by officials of the navy department, 
including Cttpt. Charles C. Marsh, who 
is in churgf ot military affairs. 


A naval officer will be sent to New 


Haven nnd Bostfin to confer with the 
college authorities in arranging a course 
of training for the students while they 
are on board the battle ships. 


According 
to, a 
tentative 
scheme 


worked out by Captain Marsh, about 
twenty students will be placed on board 
each battle ship. -They will be organized 
into a gun, crew and be given the usual 
gunnery training and also allowed to 
select other lines of work in which they 
are interested. 


It is expected here that the students 


at technical schools will be specially 
anxious to take advantage of the op- 


(portunity of upending two montlm im 
board a battli' ship becnnse of tin- prac- 
tical work that, they could obtain' in 
engineering. 
Tin- present 
arrangement 


conK'mplat-:- phu'ing them on board the 
buttle ships nlxnit 'Inly 16 nnd allow- 
ing them to remain until after target 
practice is completed about the middle 
of September. 


All the student* from the same insti- 


tution will bo placed on hoard the samo 
battle ship. 
In this way competition 


among the student groups can be util- 
ized to fuinish enthusiasm, for their 
work. Captain Marfih is in favor of al- 
lowing them actual target practice nt 
the end of their summer's training as a 
gun crew, so that the results obtained 
can bo recorded so as to stimulate in-

Captain Mnrsh has received a num- 


ber of inquiries about the schema from 
colleges in oil parts of the country. Thij 
students will be placed under one of the 
regular officers, who will have charge of 
their training.
